sign the bills of lading, they phone 
the service desk clerk, who prepares 
a punched card for each car, giving 
its number, initials, origin, destina- 
tion, and other pertinent data. He 
also punches into the card the sym- 
bol of the first appropriate outbound 
train, thus making a ‘space reserva- 
tion’ for the car on that train. This 
‘reservation’ is based on deadline 
times for loading and release of cars. 
Pigeonhole Files 

Next, he files the card in the 
pigeonhole corresponding to the 
support yard to which the car will 
be taken as soon as it has been 
‘pulled’ from the originating indus- 
try. The files provide slots for each 
yard in the terminal and for each 
outbound. train. 

As outbound cars are moved from 
the support yards to the train yards, 
the service clerk. is kept informed. 


‘Each time a car moves, he transfers 


its card to a pigeonhole correspond- 
ing to" its new location: He -also 
checks periodically ‘to -be sure that 
cars assigned to a :particular ‘train 
are. being moved in time ‘to’ make 


list to make certain that no car with 
a ‘reservation’ on that train is left 
behind. 

Inbound Traffic 

‘The system also provides a run- 
ning record of all inbound cars. 
The service clerk makes a punched 
card for each incoming car from the 
consist list which arrives by teletype 
ahead of the train. If the car is des- 
tined for further movement beyond 
the terminal, its card receives a sym- 
bol for a specific outbound train; if 
it is to be delivered in the terminal 
area, its card receives the symbol of 
the support yard nearest to the ship- 
per’s place of business. The cards 
then serve as a means of following 
inbound cars to make sure they are 
delivered to customers promptly, or 
depart on the earliest available out- 
bound trains. 

The punched cards are also used 
each day to produce lists and re- 
ports helpful in checking on the ter- 
minal’s overall performance. These 
lists make it easy to spot delayed 
cars or other terminal failures. The 
number of these occurrences has 
declined sharply. 


The “Zippers” 
The “Zippers” as previously men- 
tioned, pick up and deliver ‘drags’ 


‘between the terminal’s main train 


yards and its support yards during 
both the daylight and midnight 
shifts. 

Movements of the “Zippers” and 
other yard transfer engines are 
timed to permit pick-up of cars from 


support yards as promptly ‘as pos- 


sible after they have been released 


‘by industries.and sufficiently-in ad- 


vanice of departure: times ‘to make 


their connections with the trains on 
which they hold ‘reservations.’ 

As a result of the new program, 
cars now move out on earlier trains, 
than was previously possible, the 
support yards are kept more fluid, 
and there is less need for special 
handling of “hot” traffic since every 
car gets faster handling. 


Tight Schedule 


The daylight and midnight “Zip- 
pers” are tightly scheduled and 
move both inbound and outbound 
cars currently between the train 
yards and the support yards. Most 
outbound loads become available 
after 5 p.m. In order to get this large 
volume of traffic on night trains, 
engines are dispatched on schedule 
from each support yard to the train 
yards, with cars blocked for prompt 
placement in outbound trains, 

The close scheduling of the “Zip- 
pers” and other hauling engines, 
plus cooperation by yard engine 
crews in promptly pulling cars from 
industries frequently results in cars 
departing on trains within three or 
four hours after being released by 
shippers. 

Most of the terminal's late-release

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PERMANENT MEMORIAL 


SP No. 1 
Presented To 
California 


The historic old locomotive, “C, P. 
Huntington”, was presented by 
Southern Pacific to the State of Cali- 
fornia at the opening of the state 
fair in Sacramento on September 2 
as a permanent memorial to the pio- 
neer days of California, 

President D. J. Russell, on behalf 
of SP, made the presentation of the 
101-year-old engine to Governor 
Edmund G. Brown at dedication 
ceremonies attended by civic lead- 
ers, members of historical societies, 
news media, and others. 

The tiny locomotive — Southern 
Pacific No. 1 — will be placed on 
permanent display. at the state fair- 
grounds, and will serve as the nu- 
cleus of a projected “Hall of Trans- 
portation”, planned for the fair. 

Governor Brown, in turn, pre- 
sented Mr. Russell with a “Golden 
Bear” award in recognition of the 
contributions made by Southern Pa- 
cific to California’s economic devel- 
opment. 3 

The “C. P. Huntington” was built 
in New Jersey in 1863, and brought 
around Cape Horn, going into serv- 
ice on the Central Pacific in April, 
1864,.one month after the first rail 
was ‘laid, Too small for ‘mountain 
duty, it pulled the first ‘train .into 
Stockton in 1869, and was used by 
Governor Leland ‘Stanford ‘to “pull 
his ‘private car. 
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said at the dedication, “symbolizes 
the moment in history when the bar- 
riers of time and distance were 
pushed aside, and California was 
launched toward its present fabu- 
lous development.” 

“With the magic of railroad trans- 
portation,” the president said, “Cali- 
fornia suddenly became only seven 
days distant from the settled eastern 
regions, instead of many months by 
perilous journey overland or by sea 
around Cape Horn—and the surge 
of population and commerce was 
immediate.” 

Following the ceremony in a per- 
sonal letter to Mr. Russell, Gov- 
ernor Brown wrote, “We are most 
appreciative, and I speak for the 
entire State, to receive the C. P. 
Huntington locomotive as a perma- 
nent memorial to the wonderful ef- 
forts Southern Pacific has made on 
behalf of all our citizens.” 

Since 1956, Southern Pacific has

SP, BofRT Sign Arizona 
3rd Brakeman Agreement 


An agreement was reached on 
October 15 between the Southern 
Pacific and the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen calling for the 
gradual elimination by attrition of 
third brakeman positions where now 
required by law on freight trains 
operating in Arizona. 

Under terms of the agreement, the 
third brakeman positions will con- 
tinue to be filled as long as there 
are men covered by the agreement 
available to fill them. 

This agreement follows in general 
the pattern of eliminating the re- 
quirement of the third brakeman 
by attrition agreements which have 
heretofore been negotiated for 
Southern Pacific trainmen operating 
within the states of New Mexico, 
California, and Nevada, and is ef- 
fective upon the revision, amend- 
ment or vacating in its entirety of 
the provisions of the Arizona Full 
Crew Law.

goods, for example, are unloaded, 
grouped by destination, and re- 
loaded into boxcars. PMT provides 
this type of service for freight for- 
warders, as well as Matson, Ameri- 
ean President Lines and other 
steamship companies. 

* PMT also containerizes all 
kinds of merchandise needed by 
U.S. military forces overseas. Many 
of these containers are loaded at the 
General Services Administration 
terminal in Oakland and brought by 
PMT to the American President 
Lines terminal in San Francisco. 

* In San Francisco, PMT main- 
tains a container pool on behalf of a 
container-leasing corporation, and 
it delivers ‘empties’ to all steamer 
lines. 

¢ Finally, PMT handles loaded 
containers for all types of shipments 
—up to the wharf on outbound ship-

ments, and from wharf to warehouse 
on incoming containers. Outbound 
are such items as appliances, li- 
quor, cigarettes and military items 
destined for points in Japan, the 
Philippines, Hong Kong and other 
exotic places. Inbound are contain- 
ers of cameras, transistor radios and 
electrical equipment from Japan, 
pineapples from Hawaii, embroi- 
dered silks and toys from Hong 
Kong, and finished gloves and cloth- 
ing from the Philippines. Some 
perishable items, like meats and 
fresh fruits and vegetables are even 
handled in ‘reefer’ containers. 

“The container is a particularly 
valuable tool for overseas ship- 
ments,” J. D. Burnett, coordinator 
of container services for PMT, 
points out. “For instance, marine 
insurance is reduced 50% on con- 
tainerized freight, because contain- 
ers virtually eliminate damage and 
pilferage. They also eliminate the 
need for expensive overseas packag- 
ing, and they make it possible to get 
the most efficient use out of the 
available space in the hold of a ves- 
sel—all of which helps reduce costs 
to the shipper.” 

Burnett is one of the pioneers in 
this field, having been in charge of 
container operations for a major 
steamship line prior to joining PMT 
in 1960. He has designed various 
containers, including one for live- 
stock, now in general use for over- 
seas shipments of valuable breeding 
stock. A lieutenant colonel in the 
Pacific Theatre during World War 
II.and the Korean ‘conflict, he has 
visited most of the ports involved in

“Not just at the port, but starting 
tight at his plant. The container can 
and will play a much larger role in 
accomplishing this.” 

SP’s container men agree. Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Transporta- 
tion J. N. Sherbourne, who super- 
vises the SP container operation be- 
tween San Francisco and Laos 
Angeles, points out that “you can 
load as much high density freight 
into a 20-foot container as you can 
into a 40-foot highway trailer. Four 
20-foot containers will fit on a flat- 
car, as opposed to only two 40-foot 
highway trailers. In other words, on 
some rail moves containers are twice 
as_efficient as highway trailers. 

“But in the long run,” he says, 
“you have to be able to offer a ship- 
per whatever combination of trans- 
portation methods best fits his par- 
ticular needs.” 

“That’s where our SP-PMT part- 
nership gives us a big advantage,” 
says B. R. Johnson, president of 
PMT.

Thomford, then assistant en- 
gineer of car construction for SP, 
helped design the first prototype SP 
boxcar making use of this principle.

cars now move a full day earlier 
than was possible under the old sys- 
tem. Those loaded by 5:00 p.m. de- 
part the same night. 

Faster car repairs are also helping 
to keep the terminal's traffic rolling. 
Mechanical Department employes 
are now handling much of the neces- 
sary repair work ‘on the spot’ in 
yards—sometimes even while trains 
are awaiting departure — so that 
loads don’t have to miss their con- 
nections. Even cars needing major 
repairs are generally on their way 
after only one day's delay. 

Purpose 

“The principal purpose behind 
the new program,” says Supt. Kirk, 
“is improved service, of course. But 
beyond that, we are seeking solu- 
tions to complex terminal operating 
problems by establishing schedules 
and performance standards and by 
providing a means of keeping a con- 
stant check on our results.” 

Direct inspiration for the pro- 

gram was a survey of SP shippers 
in the terminal area conducted a 
few months ago by operating and 
traffic officers. 
. “Most of those interviewed like 
SP service or they wouldn’t be using 
it,” explains GF&PA D, F. Diemer, 
“but they stress their need for 
greater ‘day-in-day-out dependabil- 
ity’. That's what we're after with 
this new setup.” 

Before putting ‘any part of the 
program into operation, Kirk, Su- 
perintendent of ‘Terminals. P. V. 
Stone and other officers explained it 


fully to-switchmen, clerks, carmen, 


engine crews, yardmasters and all 
others involved. Since then, termi- 
nal employes have heard frequent 
‘progress reports’. 

Not only have they responded en- 
thusiastically, but they have taken 
a direct interest in making the pro- 
gram work. Recently, for example, 
Stone commended the “Zipper’s” 
crew for doing an efficient job of 
railroading. 

One of the switchmen told him, 
“We appreciate the compliment, 
Mr, Stone, but we want you to know 
that we have a stake in this, too. 
More business means more work— 
it’s as simple as that.” 

Shippers are equally enthusiastic. 
They like the fact that the program 
‘spotlights’ every car. Even when, as 
infrequently happens, a car fails to 
make its connection, the shipper is 
promptly told why and when it will 
move. 

“We think the program shows 
great promise,” one of them said 
recently. “Keep it up; you’re on the 
right track.”
